] Black Mao," the author, Dr. W. 
1 Sampson Brooks, has given a very 
"graphic and felowing"acSoilfl.t Of famil- 
iar Bible' scenes, and has brought to 
the mental vision of the reader a pic- 
lure of Palestine, its famous towns, 
mountains, rivers, and lakes, the pe- 
culiar customs of the people which 
prevail today in many instances as in 
patriarchal days. 

Dr. Brooks made the cruise in 
March, 1004, ai one of 800 delegates 
to the World's Fonrtb Sunday-school 
Convention at Jerusalem. Stops were 
msde at Madeira, Athens, Gibraltar, 
Malta, Algiers, Constantinople and 
Beirut. Especially vivid is the de- 
scription of the memorable island of 
Malta.. where the Apostle Paul was 
shipwrecked and where later flour- 
ished the famous order of the Cru- 
saders known as the, Knights of St 
John a;id the Knights of Malta. Con- 
slantinpple is described, the manners 
and customs of the Mohammedans, 
the famous mosque, St Sophia, mak- 
ing an intensely interesting chapter 
on Moslem life and religion. The his- 
toric and classic city of Athens is 
visited; the Isle of Patmos, Smyrna 
and Epbetus, and the missionary en- 
deavors at Beirut pointed out and de- 
scribed, . Sailing down the Mediter- 
ranean sea to Haifa, 'the overland 
route is followed to the Sea of Gali- 
lee, from thence through Cau, Nazar- 
eth, across the Plain of Esdfmclon to 



The Holy Land, its famous sites and 
environs, are featured, and one has 
a clear vision of a real town, a real 
Christ, a real Calvary, whereas be- 
fore his idea was vague and abstract, 
and represented to him a mythical or 
phantom city instead of the town of 
living people, inclosed by famous 
walls and towers and entered' still 
through i'- fatnou<i Damascus and 
Joppa Gates by a living stream of 
motley humanity in the guise of tour- 
ists, merchants, trades-men, pilgrims, 
and worshipers. The story is well il- 
lustrated by pictures of famous sites 
and scenes, many of them showing the 
author and his companion on their 
journey. Egypt is visited; Cairo and 
Alexandria are described, as also are 
the famous Egyptian; Pyramids an4 
Egyptian life. 

Aa a fitting climax to this journey, 
Rome, the "Eternal City," is visited. 
Here the author was received in the 
Vatican by his Holiness, Pope Pius X. 
Much interest will be aroused in the 
accounts of St. Peters and other fa- 
mous edifices, in this, the most in- 
teresting city in the world. "Foot- 
prints of a Black Man" will prove a 
valuable book to Bible students, to 
scholars, to missionaries, and to eve 
man, woman and child who is int< 
ested in Oriental ideas and customs. 

This book is unique and attractive 
because it ii the account of a Negro 
who has enjoyed the rare privilege of 
visiting the Holy Land and seeing 
with his own eyes the land of Jesus' 
birth, life, ministry, crucifixion and 
glorious resurrection.

The new and first Board of Aldermen, 
under the new charter, will be wholly 
Republican. The Board, of Education, 
for the first time in 20 years, will be

Samuel "mourned" (16:35) L o., be- 
wailed and lamented the deposed king. 
It waa noble for Samael thus to be 
grieved oyer Saul's am; still, God had 
work for bun to do. There la a' Bor- 
row thai "worketh repentance" which 
Is pleasing in the eight of God, bnt 
Idle aorrow which apeods Itself 
In unprofitable moommg la detrimen- 
tal to man and a hindrance to tbe 
kingdom of God {oh. 3:7; 15:1). Men 
may fall bat the kingdom goes for- 
ward. We do not Interpret Terse fl 
as suggesting any aubterfnge on Ood's 
part bat rather that God refused to 
pay any attention tn Samuel's fear 
God answers fear by giving as duties 
to perform end In their performance 
we are delivered from our fesure. 

I. David Chosen to Be Kino, W. 4-tO. 
Seal, tbe clamorous choice of the peo- 
ple, waa not succeeded by David— "the 
man after God's own hea rt "— for sort 
oral years after this lesson. God'a 
will In this nutter waa shown to 
Samuel progressively: (a) In chapter 
13:14 Samael la Informed that God 
hath sought "a man after his own 
heart;" (b) in U:l be la told to go 
and find tbe king whom God had pro- 
vided; (o) In Terse 13 Samuol 
Is at but definitely told whom God 
has selected. This selection la In ao- 
cordance with the prophecy made cen- 
turies before regarding the ktagly 
scepter (Gen. 49:10).
